2.  To be considered for a nomination by Representative Welch, complete the application and 

return it to the address below, along with a letter explaining why you wish to attend your chosen 

Academy and a résumé or list of your extracurricular activities.  Applications must be received 

by December 1, 2016 for the Academy classes that begin in August 2017. 

 

3.  Arrange for letters of recommendation from three individuals who are familiar with your 

accomplishments in school, extracurricular and/or community activities.  These individuals 

should not be related to you. They should write directly to Representative Welch at the address 

below. Also, list these individuals on your application. 

 

4.  Have your scores from either the Scholastic Assessment Test (SAT-I) or American College 

Testing (ACT) sent to Representative Welch.  For the SAT, choose code 4935 and the results 

will be sent directly to Representative Welch’s office.  On the ACT, choose code 7721.  

 

5.  Have your school send Representative Welch your transcript (including class rank or a 

statement that your school does not rank). 

 

6. It is the applicant’s responsibility to submit all required application materials, and to 

communicate any problems or questions to Congressman Welch’s office. Congressman Welch’s 

office will not accept inquiries about the status of service academy nomination applications from 

parents or other family members, except in true emergency circumstances.
